Hopes to Revive 
Dead Convicts

Washington, Oct. 17 </P)— Sec­ 
retary Hull lashed in diplomatic 
language today at unnamed na 
viona indulging in the “Indefensl 
fl)!e practice” of raising their tariff 
barriers just before entering in-' 
ternational negotiations to lower 
them. 


Bringing the case down to the 
network of reciprocal trade agree­ 
ments now being formed by the 
United States, Hull asserted such 
seeking of bargaining advantages 
would imperil any negotiationes 
with this country. 


Immedaitely 
after 
he 
spoke 
there was official word in other 
quarters that many foreign na­ 
tions have, in a sense, ban’ded to­ 
gether in a series of trade pacts to 
the exclusion and detriment of tho 
I’nited States. 


“Padding Prices’* 


Secretary Hull, in denouncing 
the artificial raising 
of 
tariffs, 
termed the practice equivalent to 
"padding the price” of an article 
and then cutting it to make a sale. 
It would result, he said, only in 
harm to world trade and the prob­ 
able failure of any negotiations 
seeking to dredge out the world's 
clogged trade channels. 


Undersecretary P h i l l i p s , in 
making Hull’s statement public, 
likewise 
refused 
to

Before« a group of business men, 
Peek explained some of the trade 
restrictions being faced by the 
United States in its trade expan­ 
sion program. 
He said he pos­ 
sessed a record of 180 "exclusive 
commercial agreements and barter 
transactions.” 


‘T his practice Is not limited to 
the »mailed 
nations,” 
ho 
said. 


• These mutually exclusivo com­ 
pacts ttave one common character­ 
istic— that of leaving the United 
States entirely out of considera­ 
tion. 
They 
have 
covered even 
Mich fine points in trade between 
nations as the international traffic 
in tourists.” 


Secretary Hull, in addition to 
hitting at “ price padding,” as­ 
sailed the practice of nations seek­ 
ing solely to Increase their exports 
and reduce their imports as con­ 
trary to tho spirit of a program 
designed to reduce trade barriers 
in all possible ways. A world pro­ 
gram, he asserted, “cannot suc­ 
ceed in the face of such prac­ 
tices.” 


While Hull refrained from spe­ 
cifically naming any nation, offi­ 
cials developing 
the 
trade pro­ 
gram pointed significantly to Ger­ 
many's most favored nation com­ 
mercial treaty with this country. 


Unofficial fingers were directed 
also toward France’s decision to 
boost some tariff rates, and for- 
warnings th at several other na 
tions contemplated tariff increases 
or quota restrictions,

JOBLESS TREK 
TO GAUFORNIA 


See Hope in Election of 
Upton Sinclair and 
‘Epic’ Program

Sacramento. Calif., Oct. 17 (/P) 
— The Influx of 
unemployed 
to 
California has reached a dally av­ 
erage of about 100 persons, or ap­ 
proximately half the 
proportions 
of the famous gold rush of 1849, 
Russell Bevans, state registrar of 
motor vehicles, announced today. 


Bevans, an appointee of the late 
Gov. Janies Rolph, Jr., Republi­ 
can, attributed the growing 
mi­ 
gration to hopes of the newcomers 
that Upton Sinclair, 
Democratic 
nominee, .will be elected governor 
of California and inaugurate his 
“end poverty in California” plan. 


"All base their hopes of relief 
on the election of Sinclair," 
Be­ 
vans said In a statement, adding 
that many told of being urged in 
other states 
to 
continue 
their 
journeys westward because “Cali­ 
fornia has the best economic con­ 
ditions.” 


Would End Depreefrion 


Sinclair, author and long time 
Socialist, captured the Democratic 
nomination for governor last Au­ 
gust with nearly 450,000 
votes. 
His battle cry was 
“Epic,” 
the 
first letters of a slogan, “End pov­ 
erty in California.” 


Under the “EPIC" plan he pro­ 
poses to end the depression In 
California in two years. Its prin­ 
cipal features 
call 
for 
placing 
California’s 1,500,000 unemployed 
on idle farm lands and in idle fac­ 
tories with a system of barter be­ 
tween the two. 


Sinclair will be opposed in the 
November election 
by 
Governor 
Frank F. Merriam, Rolph’s suc­ 
cessor, 
and 
Raymond 
Haight, 
nominee of the Progressive 
and 
commonwealth parties. 


Bevans’ conclusions were based 
on a study 
of 
traffic 
flowing 
¡through two of the largest seven 
I motor vehicle 
checking 
stations 
•which dot tho eastern and north­ 
ern borders of California. 
The, 
survey covered the first 10 days 
of October. 
‘ 


In addition to counting arriv­ 
als at the stations of Fort Yuma 
and Dunsmujr, Bevans said clerks 
asked each person questions bear­ 
ing upon whether he was employ­ 
ed, why he came, where he was 
from, his occupation and where 
he was going. 


Bevans’ figures showed an av­ 
erage of 88 unemployed men and 
women passed through the two 
stations daily, the greatest num­ 
ber of them coming from Okla­ 
homa and 'Fexas. His summary of

er brothers, long powerful fig­ 
ures in the automobile industry. 


Aiming particularly 
to 
curb 
alleged illegal transfer of profits 
to surplus to avoid surtax pay­ 
ments by stockholders, the treas­ 
ury has levied on around five 
score other companies penalties 
of 50 per cent of net income for 
the years concerned. 


Allegation* Denial 


Nearly 50 of 
the 
companies 
have replied, denying the allega­ 
tions and In many instances chal­ 
lenging the constitutionality of 
the penalty provision, contending 
it is an executive usurpation of 
judicial power. 


The 
holdings 
of 
numerous 
wealthy 
persons 
and 
families 
throughout the country are in­ 
cluded among those from which 
the government is seeking to ex­ 
act penalties. 
In many instances 
individual identity is cloaked by 
the corporation.

Scoble declined to disclose the 
contents of Stone’s alleged con­ 
fession but said it refuted the sus­ 
pect's original contention that the 
chihi was killed by a fall as he 
played with her in the basement 
of the Mount Vernon apartment 
building. 


Stone previously had told po­ 
lice he had placed the girl's body 
in the furnace, believing the oil- 
burner unit was not in operation, 
because he was panic-stricken. 
Father Coughlin 
Praises New Deal 


Detroit, Oct. 17. (/P)— The Rev. 
Fr. Charles E. Coughlin, pastor of 
the Shrine of the Little Flower at 
Royal Oak, Mich., speaking hero

A youth of 
20, who admitted in federal court 
he had written Edsel B. Ford that 
“you aro on the spot and if you 
want to live it will cost you $5,000,” 
was indicted, arraigned, pleaded 
guilty, and sentenced to ten years 
m the federal penitentiary at Leav­ 
enworth in one of the speediest 
moving cases in United States dis­ 
trict court records hero today. 


The youth, 
Edward 
Lickwala, 
was arrested last night, but the 
fact was kept secret 
until 
this 
morning, 
when 
William 
Larson, 
chief of tho department of Justice 
investigation bureau here, announc­ 
ed he had confessed after his hand­ 
writing had been found to corre­ 
spond with that in the extortion 
note. 


The sentence imposed by Fed­ 
eral Judge Edward J. Moinet was 
under the recently amended “Lind­ 
bergh law," and was Just one-half 
the maximum provided 
by 
that 
statute. 


Air of Braggadoccio 


Although Lickwala told Larson 
that “1 never meant to kill him; I 
just wanted to scare him; he’s got 
lots of money and I wanted some 
of it,” he received his sentence in 
federal court with an air bragga­ 
doccio. He boasted to tho court of 
previous offenses, mainly charges 
of tampering with automobiles and 
when 
sentenco 
was 
passed 
he 
turned to the audience in the court­ 
room with a smirk. 
He was to b£ 
taken to the federal detention fawh 
at Milan, Mich., tonight to await 
transfer to Leavenworth. 


Lickwala’s arrest became known 
shortly beforo noon. At two o’clock 
this afternoon tho federal grand 
jury heard two witnesses, one a 
Ford Motor company 
clerk, 
who 
testified to receipt of tho letter, 
and the other Larson who told of 
tho youth’s confession. The indict­ 
ment followed swiftly 
and 
then 
came arraignment beforo a United 
States commssloner. This disposed 
of, the prisoner was taken before 
Federal Judge Moinet and repeated 
his confession. 


“Ten years at hard labor in the 
federal 
penitentiary 
at 
Leaven* 
worth,” Judge Moinet pronounced, 
and tho case was dosed less than 
one day after the would-be extor­ 
tionist’s arrest. 


The letter addressed to Ford was 
written on October 8 and demanded 
that $5,000 “in $5 and $10 bills” be 
placed on the porch of a house in 
Medbury avenue, on Detroit's east 
side, about ten miles 
from 
the 
Edsel Ford home. Ford turned the 
letter over to the department of 
justice despite the threat “if you 
let police know you will be killed.’’ 
Federal agents placed a dummy 
package at the designated spot, but 
It was not called for, and last night, 
Larson said, Lickawala approached 
one of his agents saying he had 
information which might help them. 
He w'as immediately arrested and 
confessed, Larson said, when his 
handwriting was shown to corre­ 
spond with that in the letter. 


Probably the most sensational in 
a number of reported plots to ex­ 
tort money from Edsel Ford and 
his father.

Washington, Oct. 17 (/P)—Federal 
emergency expenditures surged past 
the billion dollar point today, with 
tho big outflow of winter relief just 
ahead. 


The extraordinary spending to­ 
talled $1,015,413,339 for the first 
three and one-lmlf months of the 
fiscal year, by 
comparison 
with 
President Roosevelt’s estimate that 
something ovor $2,000,000,000 would 
cover 
the 
entire 
twelve 
month 
period. 


Actually, moreover, 
the aggre­ 
gate emergency outlays 
for 
tho 
year to date were $1,151,715.521, 
from which was deducted $125,963,- 
lif>l in repayments of loans by the 
reconstruction corporation and $10.- 
508,531 in profits oil securities real­ 
ized by the deposit insurance cor­ 
poration. 


Relief Cost Heaviest 
Tho biggest single outlay was. of 
course, that for relief—$414,343,739. 
By comparison. $310,742,149 was ex­ 
pended throughout the entire last 
fiscal year for this purpose, aside 
from $310,157,892 spent through the 
now defunct civil works adminis­ 
tration. 


For the current year, oflleials are 
now thoroughly resigned to emer­ 
gency spending running far above 
original estimates. 
They have not 
yet said, however, just how high 
they do expect them to run. 
That 
will depend largely upon the emer­ 
gency needs of the coming winter. 


It Is apparent, they say, that re­ 
lief expenditures will exceed those 
for the equivalent months of last 
year. 


In addition, Mr. Roosevelt today 
announced that a housing program 
would be undertaken soon. It would 
he financed, in part at least, by 
federal loans. 


As justification for the extent of 
the year’s expenditures, administra­ 
tion officials point to the fact that 
such outlays last year fell $2,353,- 
000,000 below estimates. 


Emergency outlays for the year 
*o date compared with $330.379.935 
i -o expended in the corresponding 
I period of the last fiscal year, in 
which the major agencies of tho 
Roosevelt, recovery program were 
Just becoming operative. 


All 
expenditures 
to date tota1 
SI,828,396,079. while a 
year 
ago 
they were $1.128.121.152. 
Tho def­ 
icit now stands at $707.033,182. as 
compared with $273.902,602 for the 
same three and a half months last 
year. 


Receipts Increase 


Since the present fiscal vear be- 
gan on July 1 the public debt has 
Increased from $27.053,141.414 to 
$27.200.106,462. 
A year ago it was 
$23.055,555,810. 
The general rou- 
tino expenditures of the govern­ 


ment have been $812,953,339 since 
July 1 as compared with $792,041,- 
217 for the same period a year pre­ 
vious. 


Total receipts have increased, 
however, and stood today at $1,121,- 
363,496 while a year ago they were 
$854,518,550. Virtually all categories 
of tax revenue wero higher. 
In­ 
come tax receipts were $223,261,803 
as compared with $169,572,140; mis­ 
cellaneous internal revenue totalled 
$552,877,052 as against $493,898,859. 
Customs receipts, however, dropped 
from $107.1)00,975 to $93,125,914; 


In addition to tho relief outlay 
the major items for this fiscal year 
to date were $423,071,000 for public 
works. $11(5,895,000 for the emer­ 
gency conservation corps, $80,846,* 
531 for the agricultural adjustment 
administration and $41,032,141 for 
relief activities through the depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 


The credit reported for the RFC 
—$125,963,651—was a net figure, 
representing the excess 
of 
that 
agency’s receipts through repay­ 
ments over its outlays 
for 
new 
loans. 


For the entire fiscal year, an 
estimate of $480,436,000 in such ex­ 
cess credits was originally made.

gram , after a minimum of debate. 


Church men, hailing the m eas­ 
u re as one of the "best ever adopt­ 
ed by a general convention said 
It was unique in the history of 
church finance. 
Wamod Against Debt. 


W hile the committee 
actually 
endorses the |2 , 700,000 
budget 
previously set by the 
Episcopal 
National Council, it sets $2,315>,- 
000 as the 
"emergency 
sched­ 
ule" of actual profitable expendi­ 
tu re and 
puts 
the 
difference. 
$385,000 down as a "challenge” 
to th e dioceses which support the 
missions. 


The national council w’hich ad­ 
m inisters the church affairs in tho 
Interim between conventions was 
Bpeclfically instructed by the con­ 
vention not "u n d e r any 
clrcum- 
•tances, to incur debt should rev^ 
enues fail to m eet expectations."

office at th e city hall. 


The D epartm ent of Labor and 
In d u stry has under Its Jurisdiction 
In addition to the 
m any 
other 
services, tho Michigan State Em ­ 
ploym ent Service. Offices of this 
service are m aintained in the fol­ 
lowing cities of Michigan: D etroit, 
Pontiac, Flint, Bay City, 
Grand 
Rapids, Kalamazoo, B attle Creek, 
Jackson. Lansing and Bscanaba. 


T he increased volume 
of 
un­ 
em ploym ent in tho United States 
during th e past few years has in­ 
tensified th e dem and for th e ex­ 
pansion of the services 
of 
the 
public em ploym ent 
offices 
and 
has stim ulated the 
creation 
of 
m any new officas to meet em er­ 
gency requirem ehts. 


IVngner-Peyser Art 


The W agner-Peyser Act speci­ 
fies th a t tho United States Em ­ 
ploym ent Service "shall assist in 
. co-ordinating the public 
employ- 
f^ ment offices throughout the coun­ 


try.” Under this act the Mlchgan 
State Em ploym ent Service has,af­ 
filiated with th e 
United 
States 
I2niployment Service and is m ain­ 
taining public em ploym ent offices 
in the principal cities of the ¿tate. 


It is not difficult to understand 
with the m any and varied pro- 
■granis being pu t Into effect by*tho 
federal governm ent th a t It Is vi­ 
tally Im portant th a t there be a 
clearing house w here the persons 
employed on these many propects 
may register, an d be 
chosen 
for

fitted. 
Purpose of Hcrvloc 


The prim e purpose of the em­ 
ploym ent service is to bring into 
contact em ployer and employee in 
such a m anner as to give each In­ 
terested party an opportunity to 
gain the best possible results for 
th eir individual needs. 


W ith full inform ation 
regard­ 
ing each applicant 
for 
employ­ 
m ent on file in the offices it is an 
easy m atter to pick for an employ­ 
er the particular type of worker 
he may need, thus saving him the 
bother and expense of advertis­ 
ing and of interview ing a great 
num ber of people who w ouldn’t 
be qualified before he found tho 
person he sought. 


Another im p ortan t function of 
these offices la to furnish statis­ 
tics on em ploym ent conditions in 
their respective localities. 


In a recent report on employ­ 
m ent exchanges, prepared by tho 
International 
Labor Conference 
in Geneva in 193.'?, employment 
statistics w ere discussed a t some 
length. The dual purpose of sta- 


tistlcs prepared 
by 
employment 
services was stressed, first, their 
value as a source of inform ation, 
with respect to tho status of the 
labor m arket, and, secondly, their 
use as a check on the efficiency of 
tho service Itself.

Industries, C. W. A. and Public 
W orks Projects.

Following Is a brief resume of 
Mrs. Derg's address: 


"W hen Mr. Hoover turned the

m ent construciion." 


A. doesn't ac­ 
complish an oth er thing, this one 
achievem ent has m ade it worth 
while. 


•Under 
Mr. 
Hoover, 
7,830 
banks and tru st companies— onu 
half of all the financial institu- 
ttons of the entire country clos­ 
ed. Since P resident Roosevelt has 
given us action, tliere have been 
only 4 bank failures and in the 
case of two of these deposits up 
10 12,500 were protected and ful­ 
ly paid. This is the most rem ark ­ 
able example of all, of the res­ 
toration of public confidence in 
the banks of this country. To­ 
day, due to a Democratic ad m in­ 
istration, 
banks 
are 
safe 
and 
sound. 


Mrs. I3erg discussed the relief 
situation, the public w orks a d ­ 
m inistration, the relief conserva­ 
tion plan and other acts of thu 
government.

Objects of Program Out­ 
lined; Committees 
Selected 


Gladstone Is to have n city-wide 
modcrinzation campaign as a pa?t 
of the National' Better 
Housing 
program sponsored by the F*H’A 
and J. A. Sturgeon, local pubU»h- 
©r, who was selected to head the 
local campaign, gave a report on 
progress made and purposes 
of 
the campaign during 
a 
regular 
meeting of the City club here on 
Tuesday evening. 
Committes as­ 
signments were also made. 


“ The purpose of the campaign,'» 
said Chairman Sturgeon, “is to en­ 
able our city to get as largo and 
immediate 
benefits 
as 
possible 
from the National Housing Act. 


“The 
federal governmunt has 
provided a plan under which local 
lending 
institutions 
can 
make 
money available to property own­ 
ers for repairs and Improvements 
at the lowest charges ever offerod 
for this type of loan. 


“ Our purpose will be to inform 
every property owner In the city 
how he can take advantage of this 
new financing plan and of the de­ 
sirability of making necessary im­ 
provements to his property at this 
time. 


“This campaign,” Sturgeon con­ 
tinued, "will have an immediate 
and most important effect on ev­ 
ery typs of businesH in the com­ 
munity. It will, of course, benefit 
the building industry first, 
and 
there is no industry which 
has 
been harder hit than building and 
there are few which are so import­ 
ant lo this community. But It will 
also have a direct effect 
on 
all 
other lines of actlyity. 


“ Approximately 75 cent.s of ev­ 
ery dollar spent for repairs 
and 
Improvements go to local 
labor. 
Most of the money they receive in 
wages is Immedfately put back in­ 
to the channels of 
retail 
trade. 
Bill« are paid. Purchases are made 
of clothing, food, and such uecos- 
Hities. then of other 
goods 
and 
Uixuriea. 


"Our 
campaign 
will also be 
most helpful," 
Sturgeon pointed 
nut, "in relieving distre.ss among 
th^ unemployed. 
^Approximately 
one-third of all families now on 
tho relief rolls in our 
city 
are 
the families of workers normally 
engaged in building. It is estimat­ 
ed that for every building trades­ 
man put back to work, on the av­ 
erage. a family of four can b» tak- 
?n off the relief rolls. 


“ With winter coming on, 
mean.s a reduction in 
relief 
ponditures which later 
will 
fleet Itself in |ower3d taxes. 


"I know the people of Gladstone 
will,get behind this campaign and 
hack it to the limit. 
It is a real 
opportunity for us 
to 
improve 
local business conditions, 
to 
re­ 
lieve distress, 
and 
to 
increase 
proporty values and beautify the 
city. 


“ We will urge no property own­ 
er to undertake repairs 
or 
im­ 
provements who is not fully able 
to do so, or unle/58 the 
improve­ 
ments are needed or dasirable. We 
will urge, howe^'or, every property 
owner who is financially able to 
go ahead immediately. 


“There ara many reasons," the 
chairman stated, 
“why property 
owners 
should 
make 
improve­ 
ments now. Prices of building ma­ 
terials and labor are at fair lev­ 
els. If anything, they are likely to 
Increase as businsss 
turns 
up­ 
ward. 
This means that improve­ 
ments made now will increase in 
value. 


The National Housing Act has 
provided the means by which they 
can go ahead. It will be the pur­ 
pose of our Better Housing Cam­ 
paign to inform them 
how 
they 


may secure the money to do this 
work."

Hult. prominent

"Wo have the 
resources here and should capital­ 
ize on tliom." he said in clo.sing.

To Speculators Of 
Wall Street, Claim 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Oct. 10 (/P) 
—Milo Reno, president of the Farm­ 
ers’ Holiday association, charged In 
an address liere today that Honry 
A. Wallace, secretary of agricul­ 
ture, is playing into the hands of 
speculators.

speaker was introduced by Mrs. 
U. H. Wilson, acting president in 
the absence of Mrs. W’. F. Kefau- 
ver. 


Musical 
entertainment was af­ 
forded by Miss Margaret Johnson, 
music instructor in the locsil pub­ 
lic schools, who received fino ap­ 
plause for her piano solo entitled. 
“Nocturne in F Minor” by Chopin. 


Broadly 
classifying 
American 
painters. Professor Donaldson de­ 
scribed 
them as being a hetero- 
genootis lot with all sorts of back- 
«round. Many of them are foreign 
born, he stated, many 
of 
them 
liaving come hero from 
Russia, 
Poland, Austria, 
Germany, 
and 
other European countries. 


"This generation,” the speaker 
declared, “is the first to form an 
independent school. At first New 
Yori{ was tho center of art in this 
country just as Paris was consid­ 
ered the hub for France, but this 
Is not truo today. 
Chicago, Cin­ 
cinnati, and other of tho 
larger 
cities are considered just as good 
for training artists us New’ York.” 


Compared to European schools 
of art, tho American school is still 
young and practically in 
its 
in­ 
fancy, Professor Donaldson stated. 


"In this countrj’, unlike France, 
an artist is either 
considered 
a 
success or is queer— there is 
no 
middle ground as In France where 
ho can be 
classified 
as 
being 
both.” the speaker 
pointed 
out. 
“ It is difficult for an artist of abil­ 
ity to become known in a 
legiti­ 
mate manner in 
America,” 
the 
speaker continued. "Until he be­ 
comes known, he Is queer and we 
aro suspicious of him. Formerly, 
us during the Renaissance, artists 
were always the favorites of tho 
wealthy. At the present time, how­ 
ever, ho is nearly alw'ays on his 
own, has to finance himself, 
and 
Is subject to suspicion.” 


Painting in this country at the 
present time is beset with an un­ 
fortunate racket, the building up 
of propaganda 
about 
an 
artist 
without 
any 
foundation, 
the 
speaker stated In 
outlining 
the 
methods of operation. 
"For in­ 
stance, a dealer will corner all the 
art works of a 
certain 
painter, 
then subsldizo some critic to de­ 
velop a market 
for 
the 
work. 
Therefore, much of what you read 
is colored appreciation motlviated 
by false intentions to 
create 
a 
mark«^t for the m an’s work to the 
financial .gain of the dealer. It’s 
a racket and the general public is 
at a loss and a t the mercy of these 
people. 


“ It 
is difficult for the general 
public to distinguish and 
recog­ 
nize tho good from the bad. There 
is no excuse for this maze of con­ 
fusion, except after tho war 
hys­ 
teria. Things are becoming more 
and more established and there is 
promise of a return to estalilished 
order.”

speaker commented upon 
tho 
way industry 
has cut in to 
painting, with such 
unromantic 
subjects as railways, viaducta, in­ 
dustrial plants, warehouses, etc., 
being used by artists who create 
from them things of beauty.

“The players are 
provided with the best of every­ 
thing, food, hotels, railroads and 
playing fields.

w ithout proper supervision. In ju r­ 
ies are apt to result and aften do.
